author, died this morning. He was 
born in Parts ia 1840 and published 
his first hovel In 18«3. His name has 
been before the whole world of letters 
for a quarter of a century. 


No novels ha%-e ever been 
more 


widely discussed than his. 'One of his 
acts that added to his fame was cham- 
pioning the cause of Dreyfus. For 
this, he was exilefd for a time and he 
was deprived of his cross of the Le- 
gion of Honor. 
Later this was re- 


stored.

Whitfield on 


Aug. 19 liit.. Before the torch was 
applied Clark stated that he deserved 
his fearful fate. Thousands of persons 
witnessed the execution, which took 
place near the negro cemetery. 
Last 


August Mrs. Whitaeld 
was 
found 


dead 
in 
her 
home. Investigation 


showed that the woman had been as- 
saulted, and her head was practically 
severed from her body, a razor having 
been used in the bloody work. 
Both 


Whitfield and bis wife were related to 
several of the most prominent fami- 
lies in the south, and the indignation 
of the people knew no bounds. Corinth 
and 
the 
surrounding country 
wan 


scoured in an effort to apprehend the 
murderer, but diligent search failed to 
disclose his identity. Two detectives 
from 
Chicago were employed, 
but 


their efforts were fruitless. 
A com- 


mittee of 12 citizens were named U> 
continue the search for tho murderer, 
and these men have been very activa 
in their work. 


On Monday last it was learned that 


Tom Clark, a negro living near here. 
had had trouble with his wife, and the 
latter threatened to disclose the se- 
cret of another crime. Officers appre- 
hended the 
woman, and she told 


enough to show that Clark had mur- 
dered Mrs. Whitfield. He was arrest- 
ed and Saturday was brought befoi'e 
the committee of 12 in Corinth. 
The 


negro finally confessed to the murder 
and also told of other crimes he had 
committed. 
He said 
that 
several 


years ago' he killed two men on an 
excursion train in Mississippi. Ha- 
loid of an outrage perpetrated by him- 
self upon a negro woman and also of 
the theft of $1,500 from a physician 
at French Camp. Miss. Clark said 
that he had never been suspected of 
committing any of these crimes, and 
had covered up his tracks in a way 
to deceive the officers of the law.
